But eight of the nine 
independents elected are likely 
to support the Liberal Demo* 
crats, raising their majority to 
84. 


The chief opposition party, the 


pro-Peking Socialists, also suf- 
fered their biggest election set- 
back in 17 years. The Commu- 
nists, who claimed to be inde- 
pendent of both Moscow and 
Peking, failed to win as many 
seats as they expected although 
their percentage of the total 
vote improved slightly. 


Gains were scored by the Ko- 


meito (Clean Government) par- 
ty, political arm of the Buddhist 
Soka Gakkai sect, and the Dem- 
ocratic Socialists. Komeito, con- 
testing a national election for 
the first time, won 25 seats and 
the Democratic Socialists in» 
creased their holding from 23 
seats to 30.

"Then when 
the police arrived and seriously 
asked to inspect the cuff links I 
began laughing." 


When he asked the police why

a lock with a sloped face on 
the bolt so that it locks when 
you slam the door shut. These 
are easily opened. 


Replace this type lock with 


a d e a d l o c k , which has a 
square or r o u n d bolt that 
must be turned to either open 
or close it. From the outside, 
a key must be used to lock 
it.D e a d l o c k s and spring 
latches are very similar in 
size and type of hardware, so 
there is little trouble in mak- 


ing a replacement. If it is a 
new door, check for some of 
the newer deadbolts. One type 
has a bolt that moves up and 
down rather than across. 


A large window in the door 


makes 
most 
locks 
useless 


since the housebreaker can 
break the glass and reach in 
and open the door. You can 
buy a double-cvlinder lock to 
guard against this. A key must 
ne used on the inside to open 
it. just as you would on the 
outside. 


Door chains have been used 


for years so that you can open 
a door part way and still have 
it secure enough to prevent 
someone from pushing it open 
from the outside. This has al- 
ways been popular in homes 
where the man of the house is 
away part of the day and the 
woman wants to be able to 
answer the door safely. 


New Chain Bolts 


There 
are 
newer 
chain 


bolts that can be opened from 
the outside with a key, per- 
mitting the person inside to 
retire for the night without 
having to get up later to ad- 
mit another member of the 
family. 


Most window locks work 


only when the window is 
totally closed. Even then, a 
determined housebreaker can 
break or cut the glass, reach 
in and open the lock and raise 
the sash. 


Loc>;s can be obtained that 


will permit the window to be 
opened partially. Best of these 
are locks that work with a 
key. 
There also are barrel 


bolts for windows that per- 
mit them to be opened part 
way. 
Protect all windows, in- 


cluding cellar windows, with 
locks of some kind. 


Don't forget upstairs win- 


dows. There are such things 
as ladders and most people 
know how to use them. Do not 
leave 
y o u r 
own ladders 


around, in an unlocked garage 
for instance. 


Burglar alarms are expens- 


ive and should be installed by 
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an expert. If your house is 
left empty for long periods of 
time, an alarm system might 
be a good investment. It can 
be powered by house current 
or batteries. These are best if 
they use both, with batteries 
as standby power if wires are 
cut or there is a power failure. 


In general, remember that 


a housebreaker can get in 
most anywhere but is most 
likely to try it where he en- 
counters the least fuss and 
bother.

Wants Debt 
Ceiling Hiked 
$7 Billion 


By EDMOND LE BRETON 
WASHINGTON, (AP) - Sec- 


retary of the Treasury Henry H. 
Fowler asked Congress today to 
raise the national debt ceiling 
by $*? billion to a new level of 
$337 billion. 


He said that unless Congress 


acts, the Treasury will have to 
start holding up some payments 
within a month. 


In an unusually blunt state- 


ment to the House Ways and 
Means Committee, Fowler said: 
"You 
and I know that there are 


many who have voted for, and 
will vote for, appropriations and 
then take comfort and protec- 
tion in a vote against extending 
the debt limit. This is not a re- 
sponsible act." 


Fowler said that among the 


payments that would be In jeop- 
ardy about March 1 unless the 
debt limit Is raised are Social 
Security and disability benefits, 
veterans pensions and military 
and civilians retirement pay. 


The Ways and Means Com- 


mittee has never failed to rec- 
ommend debt limit increases 
under similar circumstances in 
the past and Congress has al- 
ways followed through, but of- 
ten the increase has been less 
than the Treasury asked.

Here is an engrossing, stimu- 


lating novel that strikes home. 


The catchy title really is a 


matter of metaphor. One of the 
two heroes of the tale is a man 
who had an oblique acquaintance 
with the late President. But the 
point is that most of the major 
characters have had - or might 
have had, or think they have had 
- some such passing touch with 
a figure of inspiration. 


These are people who grew up 


in World War II, then became the 
postwar go-getters and the coun- 
try club types of the upper middle 
classes in the '50s and "60s. 


They are a generation with 


mixed mores — divorce and un- 
faithfulness are not uncommon — 
but among them are the basically 
good guys who keep things going. 


Bourjaily has depicted this, 


the 
Kennedy generation, with 


vivid reality. He has keyed his 
story to the Kennedy theme with 
a 
bitter analogy. As Kennedy 


was destroyed in a senseless 
act, 
so is one of the central 


characters destroyed by a sordid 
scrap of humanity. And the bit- 
terness of the analogy lies in 
the irrationality of the act. 


The story is narrated by one 


Barney Jones, capable head of a 
hardwood supply firm in Connec- 
ticut, a man who likes both his 
work and his hobbies.

Prompt Treatment Most 
Helpful to Hemophiliac

One of the chief hazards in 
Boys who are bleeders or he- 
mophiliacs is painful hemorr- 
hage into the joints. This is 
especially common b e f o r e 
puberty and often leads to de- 
formity. 
Prompt treatment 


will save these joints. Com* 
pare these two cases: 


Roy called out to his par- 
ents at 10 p.m. one night that 
he was bleeding into his right 
knee. His parents took him to 
the nearest hospital where 
they arrived at 10:55. A resi- 
dent doctor was summoned 
and he said that plasma would 
have to be given. It was then 
11:25. When all the prepara- 
tions had been made, the plas- 
ma given and the bleeding 
stopped, it was 12:45 a.m. Roy 
was admitted to the hospital 


where he spent the next 10 
days thereby missing a week 
and a half of school. 
Joe felt a similar hemorr* 


hage coming on one night 
after he had gone to bed. His 
parents, who had been taught 
how to give plasma at home 
did so promptly. Ice bags and 
pressures were applied to the 
knee and to the injection site. 
The parents got a good night's 
sleep and Joe was able to go to 
school the next morning with 
less damage to his knee than 
was suffered by Roy. 
The Michael Reese Hospital 


in Chicago has a hemophilia 
clinic that encourages this 
type of home treatment. The 
only requirement is that the 
parents notify them every 
time they give the plasma. 


Similar clinics in other cities 
are using this treatment 


A great deal 6f damage is 
done by.-giving psm fcntefs 
containing aspirin to boys like 
Joe and Roy when they have 
these episodes involving their 
joints. Aspirin not only causes 
bleeding m the digestive tract 
—it also increases the Meed* 
ing time. This is eften a de« 
cisive factor in producing de« 
formity. Sodium salicylate, al< 
though closely related to &&< 
ptrin, does not do this. 
With modern treatment, in- 
cluding the newer concentra- 
ted antihemophilic globulins, 
no bleeder should develop de- 
formed joints. 


Q—Our S0ti, 7, has been 


having bowel movements that 
vary in color from almost 
white to green. Only rarely 
are they normal, Our doctor 
doesn't seem to be concerned. 
What would you advise? 


A—If tests show that your 


son's liver function is normal 
there is no need to worry. 
Does your son by any chance 
eat chalk? Some children do 
in spite of the fact that it is 
neither appetizing nor nour- 
ishing.

First Four-Color 
Run Successfully 


M 


uch to our surprise Sat* 
urday we brought off the 
Initial four-color run at. 


the very first try, It was the 
opinion of the trade — and I cer- 
talnly went along with It — that 
we'd be lucky If we finally made 
the grade after half a dozen at- 
tempts. 


When you have the equipment 


and 
materials 
then success 


hinges on the willingness, energy, 
and know-how of your staff, Head- 
knocker on this particular job — 
the toughest known to printing — 
was Billy Dan Jones, mechanical 
superintendent and 'head press- 
man ... and he brought if off 
with flags flying... in four col- 
ors. 


Bill was crammed full of ad- 


vice and warnings about disas- 
ters In four-color printing in the 
biggest shops in the country, but 
at that he learned some things to 
watch for on the next process col- 
or job, so he tells me. On the 
"Hog-Killing Time In Arkansas" 
picture he had trouble with the 
red, which was expected. The red 
started off pink, but when he tried 
to build it up to a fire-engine red 
It promptly spilled over into the 
sky and fouled up the blue. So he 
settled for a pastel effect, leaving 
the obdurate red just what It chose 
to be — pink. 


The "flooding" problem posed 


by the red is common to motion 
pictures and television as well as 
printing. In early color movies 
the photographic dyes ran wild 
over the screen; a single red 
shirt would make the whole pic- 
ture look like a bucket of blood. 
Technicians 
finally learned to 


control this, more or less, but 
there 
are occasional flareups 


still, particularly in television. 
And one thing the technicians 
haven't whipped to this very day 
is the tendency of shadow areas 
in color pictures to turn up notice- 
ably blue. This was a fault in 
Eastman Kodak Go's ereat color 
film, Kodachrome I. I have 5,- 
000 35 mm. Kodachromesandthe 
fault is In all of them. Eastman 
came out with Kodachrome II in 
an effort to correct the fault, but 
succeeded only in part. The same 
goes for Ektachrome, Eastman's 
great 
graphic arts color film. 


Ektachrome is better adapted to 
printing than Kodachrome only 
because Ektachrome can be de- 
veloped in your own darkroom 
while Kodachrome has to be de- 
veloped in distant laboratories, 
delaying publication. 


Another thing Bill Jones found 


out in his first four-color press 
run was that you can lose one 
of your colors in a split-second. 
He lost the yellow and had to 
throw away 200 papers. Another 
moment the yellow began to set- 
tle in the press fountain and Bill 
stirred it up—promptly a big glob 
of yellow went into the press and 
we had a golden tinge to our pic- 
ture. . . and another 200 papers 
were thrown out. After that life 
was uneventful. 


Big man of the day was Slo- 


man Goodletl, whose family plan- 
tation at Goodlett was the sub- 
ject of our first process color 
picture. I had gotten the names 
in the picture from Sloman by 
driving to his plantation store 
last Thursday, and told him we 
were going to try a press run 
Saturday but he would have to 
come down here at his own risk 
for we didn't know whether the 
first try would be successful or 
not. Sloman came down Satur- 
day morning anyway. We went to 
press at 9:30 and were rolling 
by 
10:30 —and Sloman walked 


around the pressroom proudly... 


After the press-run L. Carter 


Johnson and I took a copy and 
went to Branch General Hospi- 
tal to present it to 0. A. Graves, 
Hope's famous 90-year-old at- 
torney, who is recuperating from 
a broken arm. Mr. Graves knew 
Sloinan's father, and Goodlett be- 
longs to the area where the at- 
torney began his career— Mr. 
Graves' first job being a school 
teacher's post at neighboring Co- 
lumbus. 
The picture delighted 


Mr. Graves, and as we closed 
the hospital door behind us he 
was humming "Suwanee Kiver" 
— a reminder that he once tele- 
phoned me congratulations on the 
Suwanee boat excursion Tom Pur- 
vis and I took last August, re- 
ported in The Star in words and 
pictures.

Terrorists Hit Six 
Slav Consulates in 
U. S. and Canada 


By DEREK M. SCHOEN 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
U.S. 


and Canadian officials formally 
apologized to complaining Yu- 
goslav leaders and pledged an 
intensive probe of terrorist at- 
tacks that rocked six of the 
Communist nation's diplomatic 
missions within an hour. 


But there was no announced 


indication today of arrests or 
leads into the explosions that 
shattered predawn stillness Sun- 
day at embassies in Washington 
and Ottawa, and at consulates 
in 
New York, Chicago, 
San 


Francisco and Toronto. 


Yugoslav Ambassador Veljko 


Micunovic lodged a strong pro- 
test with Nicholas Katzenback and 
received a promise the United 
States will expend all effort to 
capture and punish the bomb- 
ers. 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk, 


in Williamsburg, Va., when told 
of the attacks, expressed "offi- 
cial and personal" regrets at 
the "outrageous and senseless 
acts of terrorism and vandal- 
ism," 


The 
Yugoslav press vehe- 


mently demanded greater pro- 
tection for its missions in the 
two Western nations and hinted 
of government collusion with 
the terrorists. 


Yugoslav President Tito had 


no comment. 


The FBI, heading the inves. 


tigation in the United States, 
refused comment on the bomb- 
ings. A spokesman said there 
would be no word unless arrests 
are made. 


No one was hurt by the pow* 


erful bombs, although a New 
York fireman died of a heart 
attack after being summoned to 
the consulate. 


The bombing's coincided with 


Tito's visit to the Soviet Union. 
Some observers speculated the 
attacks could have been carried 
out by any of three different 
anti-Tito 
groups—Communists 


opposed to Tito's relative free? 
dom from Soviet domination, 
monarchists or remnants of a 
group that split from Tito dm> 
ing World War II. 


The bombings occurred within 


55 minutes. 


— A blast police said was 


equal to 8 to 10 sticks of dynam- 
ite ripped the front of the three- 
story 
Yugoslav Embassy 
in 


Washington, shattering windows 
in the front of the cement-front 
structure and gouging a four- 
foot hole in the wall. The time 
was 3:45 a.m. EST. 


— At 4 a.m., a bomb tore a 


hole in the foundation of the em- 
bassy in Ottawa. 


-At 4:08, a blast caved in the 


front door of the Toronto consu- 
late, 


— At virtually the same time, 


blasts rocked consulates in San 
Francisco and Chicago. The San 
Francisco explosion went off in 
a narrow walkway between the 
consulate 
and a 
neighboring 


residence in the plush Pacific 
Heights section, blowing holes 
in both structures. The Chicago 
blast left a crater in the consu- 
late's backyard and knocked out 
a few windows. 


— The consulate in New York 


was the last hit, at 4:40 a.m, 
The bomb, believed 
to have 


been pushed under a locked iron 
grillwork fence, exploded on a 
stairway.

"We, of course, are going to

Lyndon B. Johnson was re-

Seven senators and a 
representative appeared one day 
to testify. 


The consequences for Baker, 


if he does not win a reversal on 
appeal, would almost certainly 
be far more severe than the 
wrist slap the Senate Rules 
Committee gave him after a 
probe into business dealings he 
conducted before resigning his 
Senate job under fire In October 
1963. 


$hile the Senate Investigation 


had /brought out allegations of 
party girls and racy' goings-on, 
the trial in U.S. District Court 
was money-oriented. 


Judge Oliver Gasch told news- 


men, "It was essentially a ques- 
tion of credibility. If the defense 
was believed by the jury I could 
see an acquittal and if the de- 
fense was not believed this was 
an 
entirely appropriate ver-

present or retired government 
workers. 


The Baker story was that he 


collected $99,600 cash from Cali- 
fornia, savings and loan execu- 
tives in 1962 and turned it over 
to the late Sen.

Ground fighting in South Viet-

The U.S. command continued 


an investigation of an attack by
